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Continuation of 1 1 . Referring Office Action mailed 1 1/14/05, reference Kakuta discloses all subject matters claimed in claims 1-5 and 7- 
10. Applicant argues that " Kakuta fails to disclose, or even merely suggest, a controller mounted on a removable substrate for controlling 
the transfer of data to and from a storage device mounted on the removable substrate, as recited by claims 1 and 8-10", 'The interface 
circuit 20 disclosed by Kakuta is used to connect the drive boards 5A to the signal bus 37 to establish an electrical connection beween the 
drive boards and the array controller 2 (see col.5, lines 56-64) and does not control the transfer of data to and aom the disc drives 5 in any 
way." and "the Examiner's contention that the interface circuit 20 may be used to control the transfer of data to and from the disc drives 5 
is groundless and unsupported by the disclosure of Kakuta." Referring col. 5, lines 56-64 of Kakuta as the Applicant stated, and shown in 
fig. 3 of Kakuta, drive interface circuits 20 including drive interface 20 and cashe adapter 19, receiving control signals through lines 16, 
through which control signals also applied to channel interface circuits 3, and having connection lines to disc drives 5 and connection line 
to cashe adapter 19, the drive interface 20 has to inherently make controlled connections between disc drives 5 and cashe adapter 19 
selectively by control signals thropugh control signal line 16. Any one with ordinary skill in the art would agree the drive interface 20 is 
performing data controller's functions. 
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
